On October 2, the third annual

tests in that same time period. 
For the first time ever, the event 
will have a national focus, with 24

Awareness Week, October 3-9. 
Last year the Edmonton walk 
attracted 1,100 participants and 
raised more than $100,000. 
Organizers hope this year to 
attract'close to.2,000 walkers and 
to raise”substatially more than 
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$100,000,” said AIDS Walk Chair- 
person Michael Schriner. 

Money is being raised through 
pledges gathered by walkers and 
through the sale of event t- 
shirts.This year, in order to make 
the event more accessible to eve- 
ryone, last year’s registration fee 
has been elimated.

: A year after “streamlining” the existing out-of-school care

Despite 
changes made to subsidy guide- 
lines last year, a recent study, 
conducted by the Task Force on 
Out-of-School Care shows that 
things are going smoothly.

system is being received 
sly by the key stakehold- 







which parents placed their chil- 
dren there. The city also 
switched their application pro- 
cedures for parents from 
personal applications at a dis- 
trict office, to a centralized 
mail-in system. 
As a result of the new system, 
out-of-school care centre oper- 
ators found themselves having 
to sign children in and out, tab- 
ulate hours, and have these 
tabulations verified by a parent's 
signature at the end of each 
month. Some centres, due to low 
enrollment, faced closing, feel- 
ing that the paperwork was not 
worth doing for the small 
| number of children in attend- 
ance. Parents, often single and 
requiring after-school care for 
their children while at work, 
feared these closures. 

The Task Force report lists a 
number of these concerns, 
which seem to recur despite

ble hours. 

Kathy Barnhart, manager of 
the Children’s Services Branch 
of the City of Edmonton, and 
who oversaw the Task Force, 
maintains that the results of the 
investigation were very encour- 
aging. However, she is also 
familiar with many of the con- 
cerns raised by parents and 
operators. “Some operators felt 
that the old system brought in 
moremoney. However, the op- 
erators voted on this proposal, 
and the results show that we 
weren't that far off in choosing 
50 hours as a ceiling for full- 
time use, because through all of 
the changes the cost per child 
remained roughly the same.” 

Still, Barnhart agrees that “the 
changes do equal more work for 
the operators, because they have 
to juggle the part-time users and 
tabulate hours,” she adds. 
Therefore, there definitely ap- 
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Moore says he'd like to bury cars for once and for all.

Forestry mayhem 


If you’ve ever experienced “an un- 
easy state ofblended interest, regard, 
uncertainty, and apprehension about 
a present condition or future devel- 
opment,” you're not alone. J. Stan 
Rowe's article in the tabloid, Brazil 
in the North includes the boreal for- 
est that covers 34 per cent of Canada 
as part of the circumpolar taiga. He 
asks the questions, “What is happen- 
ing north of Amazonia? What’s with 
the world’s other great forest belt, 
the boreal forest?” 

This conifer-dominated forest 
spans the major landmasses of the 
northern hemisphere. It covers Asi- 
atic Siberia from Vladivostok to the 
Ural Mountains, Europe from Nor- 
way to the Yamal Peninsula, and 
North America from Alaska to Lab- 
rador. Some call it the Snow Forest; 
Siberians call it the Taiga. Like the 
tropical rainforest, it’s part of the 
biological cycle that maintains our 
planet’s atmosphere and climate; 
like the rainforest, it’s an eco-sys- 
tem under stress. 


Working group 


In April, 1992, a working group 
of environmentalists (Canadians, 
Japanese, Americans and Russians) 
established the first international 
boreal forest network — the Sibe- 
rian Pacific Forest Rescue Alliance. 
The first International NGO and 
Scientific Boreal conference took 
place in Jokkmokk, Sweden, Sept. 
30-Oct. 4, 1992. The Jokkmokkcon- 
ference resulted in the 
establishment of the Taiga Rescue 
Network (TRN). Jokkmokk also in- 
spired the Lesosibirsk conference 
last August on the ecological health 
of the Angara-Yensei river basin and 
the socio-economic condition of 
its human population.

What happens when you throw

In the past, communities 
thrived on their ability to process 
whale oil. Now communities on 
both sides of the North American 
continent send brochures to tour- 
ist agencies advertising whale 
watching cruises. Whale watch- 
ing has become a viable economic 
alternative to whale killing, and 
it’s partly because of an unantici- 
pated relationship between 
humans and whales. Who knows, 
but there may be hitherto unex- 
plored relationships between 
humans and squirrels... between 
humans and skunks... between hu- 
mans and trees? 

Some see forests in terms of 
timber extraction. Bird watchers 
and hikers experience forests in 
terms of recreation. Here’s what 
artist Brenda Malkinsen had-to 
say about her sojourn in Alberta's 
boreal forest:

Zappacosta and Alexander revive the power of Jesus Christ Superstar

with wicked abandon. It was 
hard to tell that Rosalyn Petty 
(as Mary Magdalene) had only 
two days to get her movements 
in sync for the media night per- 
formance. In all, a cast of 19 
thrashes about the small stage 
singing and dancing their 
hearts out in the Broadway hit. 

The band, headed by Van 
Wilmott, is parked in an Atco 
trailer behind the theatre. 
Wilmott watches the show ona 
monitor, and cues his tight 
band to hit the notes just right. 
Local sax player Paul Lam- 
oureux blows a few soulful 
snatches of improv melody that 
adds richness to the total 
sound. 

It’s a sonic backdrop that 
works quite well for Zappa- 
costa whose own music career 
is not without merit. After 
getting his start in the busi- 
ness as a guitarist, Zappacosta 
reached chart success with a 











frustration Zappacosta him- 
self was going through with 
the recording snafu. Through 
that theatrical experience, he 
learned how to relate to audi- 
ences in a setting more 
intimate than the studio. He 
won positive reviews for his 
performance and received of- 
fers to play in Canuck TV 
walk-ons on various syndicat- 
ed crime shows, but he didn’t 
have a manager to co-ordinate 
the opportunities. 

At the same time, his Quick 
Don’t Answer Questions al- 
bum was just being released. 
He simply didn’t have the time 
to promote the record be- 
tween auditions. Sometimes, 
those auditions were outright 
embarrassing, especially to a 
singer new to the television 
drama game. Zappacosta re- 
calls one situation where 
producers gave him a hand 
puppet and told him to “talk to 
the thing and be funny with it.” 
Ironically groans the J.C. of din- 
ner theatre about’ that 
experience, “Oh, Christ!” 

His musical career wasn’t far- 
ing much better. Hellish record 
executive encounters, person- 
al excesses and a pancreas 
attack four years previous drove 
him into a self-imposed reflec- 
tion period three years ago. 
During his time off, he house- 
husbanded and took care of his 
two children, Carly, 12, and 
Cooper, six. 

“I have two young minds to- 
tally dependent on what I do,” 
says Zappacosta about his 
change in lifestyle. “It forced 
me to understand myself.” 

Fully-recovered after his mid- 
life crisis, Zappacosta is 
challenging himself with new 
projects. He is happily compos- 
ing on his MacIntosh computer 
in his spare time during the 
run of Superstar. He also has a 
contract to write 17 songs a 
year for EMI and has an album 
due for release this fall. 

Future aspirations include 
performing a one-man theatri- 
cal show in the soft-seater 
circuit, incorporating mono- 


logues sandwiched between 


music. “But none of it balls on 
your head, rock ‘n’ roll,” he 
cautions. He also wants to work 
in the Canadian run of The 
Who's Tommy. 

He and his wife of 20 years 
are currently scouting the Ed- 
monton area for a homestead 
to settle in. He likes the slower

“Lounge operators are more 
interested in who my backing 
band is,” comments the black 
singer who has been singing 
commercial jingles and playing 
in nightclubs since the '80s.

Outside Oiltown, it’s been a 
different experience.

“Yeah, I regret the musical 
history I could have learned

all yours.” Alexander’s re- 
sponse is anything but 
obsequious gratitude: “I did 


everything in order to survive 
and I excelled in everything!” 

As evidenced by his onstage 
performance (and a recently- 
released country CD), 
Alexander can sing and dance 


| his way through any musical 





repertoire. His association with 
the Mayfield was years ago per- 
forming in a band that played 
after the cast of Leader of the 
Pack had exited the stage. 
Sound manager Bob Gregory re- 
membered him and suggested 
to director Ron Ulrich that he 
give Alexander a try for one of 
the roles in Superstar. Learn- 
ing about the audition once he 
stepped on the Edmonton air- 
port tarmac after a gruelling 
14-hour flight, Alexander had 
only one night to know “Heay- 
en on their Minds,” technically 
one of the show’s toughest 
songs to perform. 

“They heard me five salons 
down,” says Alexander about 
the audition. “I can do what I 
can do.” The management 
agreed. He got the role and now 
his power in range and energy 
counters the pain Zappacosta 
carries as Jesus Christ in what 
is truly an admirable local pro- 
duction.

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Be Fabulous dies at money stage 


Telefilm pulls the funding plug on production of a local movie

‘ge clefilm Canada’s decision to 
Tout financing for the feature 
film Be Fabulous or Die has left a 
cast of 50 young local actors devas- 
rated and the producers fearful for 
their future careers. 

The $1.6 million production was 
to have begun shooting around Ed- 
monton on Aug. 16. Sets were built, 
costumes were sewn and cast 
members had put in more than 
eight weeks of unpaid rehearsal 
time when producers received a 
fax on Aug. 8 from John Taylor, 
the Vancouver-based director of 
operations for Telefilm. The fax 
informed them that the company 

_ would not provide the expected 45 
! percent of the film’s budget. Pro- 
ducers Norm Fassbender and Kate 
Holowach had already raised 
$900,000. Of that, $175,000 came 
from the producers’ and director 
Peter Svab’s own wallets. 

The film, which was to have 
starred Quebec singer Mitsou, was 
based on the Brad Fraser teen fest 
play Prom Night of the Living Dead. 
In his rejection, Fassbender says 
that Taylor questioned both Mit- 
sou’s marketability and Brad 
Fraser's bankability as a writer. 

___ “Touchstone/Disney just signed 
rad Fraser. His review in Variety 
for his play Poor Superman says 
the ‘commercial prospects in ma- 

_ jor urban markets are excellent.’ 
‘Yet based on the returns of Love 
and Human Remains, he (Taylor) 
has apprehensions. It’s like com-

Fassbender says Taylor also ex- 
pressed concern over the 
qualifications of director Peter 
Svab, who is better known for his 
work as an editor.

ing head of Telefilm’s head office, 
to MP David Kilgour, who had ex- 
pressed concernover the withdrawal 
of financing, Telefilm claims that on 
July 18, the producers informed Tay- 
lor that their private investment and 
distributors participation had yet to 
be confirmed. The letter also says 
that Telefilm only received the dis- 
tributor deposit on July 28, which 
was “far too short a time period to 
allow the vigorous examination of 
a new company when dealing with 
public funds.” 


Private funding 


Fassbender explains that while 
private funding was contingent 
upon Telefilm's participation, itwas 
in fact only Telefilm’s financing that 
had not been confirmed. While he 
admits the distributors deposit may 
have been late, he was unaware of 
the need for a “vigorous examina- 
tion” of distributor Andre Bennett's 
company, especially since Bennett 
had planned to put up $300 000 of 
his own money. “On the strength of 
letters like the one we have from 
our distributor (stating his com- 
mitment), films have gone into 
production,” says Fassbender. 

Alberta’s loss of Be Fabulous or 
Die is especially discouraging be- 
cause of the small number of feature 
films produced in western Canada 


with Telefilm funds. Kilgour was

within their contracts acknowl- 
edged the risk, everybody said it 
was a great project and it was worth 
the risk. But what's really frustrat- 
ing is that we don’t feel we were 
given a fair opportunity.” The pro- 
ducers maintain that repeated 
requests to have Taylor visit the set 
at their own expense were ignored. 


“Not now, not ever.” 


What was even more difficult for 
them to accept, was the threat that 
they allege Taylor levied at them on 
Aug. 4. The producers contend that 
Taylor's comment on “not now, not 
ever” regarding Telefilm funding 
“scared us to our bones, because 
we thought this is the end of our 
careers if we don’t fight. That's 
really what provoked what's be- 
come a bit of a bitchy street fight,” 
says Fassbender. 

Taylor maintains that creative and 
financing obstacles were the major 
reason for the withdrawal by Tele- 
film, and denies ever threatening 
Holowach or Fassbender with the 
promise of “not now, not ever.” He 
advises that although they are wel- 
come to reapply, “the creative 
concerns would still have to be 
addressed.” 

Despite the attention that has 
resulted from the Be Fabulous or 
Die decision, Telefilm head Peter 
Katadotis has supported John Tay- 
lor’s ruling. In a letter to MP David 
Kilgour, Katadotis says that, “In 
order to havea chance of success... 
Canadian productions must have 
unique qualities and excellent cre-

A‘ far as the organizers are con- 
cerned, the Dreamspeakers 
Festival, which runs downtown 
until Aug. 27 is the only interna- 
tional aboringinal film, artistic and 
cultural festival in North America. 
Itis also the city’s last festival of the 
year and it is poised to close the 
summer with an assortment of film, 
music, poetry, storytelling, danc- 
ing, paintings, drawings and crafts. 
“(Dreamspeakers) is a great op- 
portunity to express our issues ina 
more healthy and postive way, 
through artand culture, rather than 
in the negative, front-line political 
role that we get caught up in,” says 
Loro Carmen, Executive Producer 
and Director of Dreamspeakers. 
“It’s not our way. The general pop- 
ulace is turned off by politicians, 
no matter what color of their skin, 
and we want to reach the many 
non-aboriginals who want to get to 
know more about First Nations.” 


Emotional element 


This year marks the third time the 
festival has taken place in the city’s 
core. Carmen acknowledges the suc- 
cess in the past has an emotional 
element. 

“I think there is a great empathy in

the hearts of most Canadians, those 
who want to make things right, to 
make sure aboriginals have an op- 
portunity for self-sufficiency by way 
of a livelihood. We can cross those 
cultural barriers.We can start where 
we’re at, inour home, in our city and 
in our festival.” 

One way the festival is crossing 
cultural barriers is by inviting and 
hosting aboriginal film-makers, per- 
formers and delegates from across 
North Americaand around the world. 
Representatives from New Zealand, 
Australia, Central and South Ameri- 
ca, Guam, Finland and Norway are 
planning to attend the festival. 

The idea of the Dreamspeakers 
Festival originated when aboriginal 
people in the Canadian film industry 
wanted to get together annually for 
a conference to share their experi- 
ences and knowledge and to network 
internationally. 

“When people talk about aborig- 
inal film-making, dramas are very 
rare — most of the films are docu- 
mentaries,” says Sharon Shirt, the 
festival's film curator on the sub- 
ject matter. “The Maori people are 
more progressed in that area. They 
can hold their own with any other 
dramatic series that is out there.” 

One submission from New Zea- 
land, the Nga Puna Series, consists 
of four one-hour dramas. Themes 
include a re-enactment of an ances- 
tral legend, visions experienced bya 
gifted book-store clerk, a special re- 
lationship developed between a 
young girl and her grandfather anda

corporate merger involving a hip, 
tell-it like-it-is radio station. These 
films will be shown on the Thursday 
and Friday evenings of the festival. 
Other films will include Sleeping 
Children Awake, a documentary by 
Canadian Rhonda Kara Hanah and a 
retrospective on aboriginal filmmak- 
er Alanis Obomsawin. 
Dreamspeakers has also opened 
its doors to works by non-aboriginal 
film-makers, who comprise 40 per- 
centof this year’s total of 135 entries. 
However, these films had to focus 
on themes about aboriginal people. 


Wider audience 


As well, the multi-disciplinary na- 
ture of the festival (which will this year 
introduce an aboriginal clothing de- 
signers’ display) testifies to the 
organizers’ interest in attracting a wid- 





er audience. In addition to the tradi- | 
tional cultural groups such asthe 
Assum ption/Dene Drummers, ‘several 
forms of contemporary music will be 
Presented, including blues (Clyde Rou- 
lette’s Band from Vancouver), country 
(Edmonton’s own Laura ‘Vinson and 
Free Spirit), folk (Maria Yatar’s Tuba 
Rose String Band from Guamiy and 
hybrids (Hobbema’s Evolution Bahd, 
with diverse rock and roll, chythnivand 
blues and country influences). In par- 
ticular, two groups, the South 
America-based Allpa Kallpa and New 
Zealand’s Nga Whetu, combine the 
sounds and instrumentation of tradi- 
tional and contemporary music.

| was 12 years old, probably, liv- 
ing in Grande Prairie. Punk rock 
never had a chance of reaching the 
city, and Kiss was on the way down. 
And what came on the radio? 
(Screaming crowds, presumably Jap- 
anese people.) “This is the first single 
off our new album. It’s called, ‘I 
want YOU to want ME’...” (The crowd 
goes wild.) Following this auspicious 
intro are the most exciting four 
minutes of rock ‘n’ roll available. 
The album in question is Cheap 
Trick Live at Budokan, and it's 
inextricably part of my genetic code, 
along with Kiss Alive and Queen’s 
“We Will Rock You.” The music you 
hear when you first hit puberty has a 
way of encoding itself into your 
DNA. To this day I can’t separate “I 
Want You To Want Me,” “Dream 
Police” or “Surrender” from the 





latent surge of my pituitary gland. 
Objectivity just goes. 

Over a decade later, Cheap Trick 
(Robin Zander, Tom Peterssen, Rick 
Neilsen and Bun E. Carlos) are still 
at it, with a new album (Woke Up 
With a Monster) and a tour in sup- 
port of it which hits Edmonton Aug. 
27. While there hasn't been much 
out to compare to their early glory, 
they remain consummate musi- 
cians, hard workers prolifically 
cranking out albums and movie 
soundtrack cameos, and one of the 
unlikeliest looking line-ups for a 
rock band. I mean, two pretty boys, 
and two schmoes who look like 
they should be moving television 
sets, not filling stadiums.

EDMONTON'S 
BLUES HOT SPOT 
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Afrocubanismo! poised to invade Banff and sizzle the sierras

uba. Land of rum, cigars, sun 
and sand. Home of the longest- 

lived of all Latin American 

anti-capitalist revolutions. Arepos- 
itory of old and new world religious 
cross-pollinations that reach deep 
into the soul of the nation. Land of 
food shortages, economic bank- 
ruptcy, and social decay. Home of 
Castro’s revolution, the last expres- 
sion ofanti-American revolutionary 
fervor in the hemisphere. A repos- 
itory of old and new socio-political 
turmoil that marks the last days of 
that failing revolutionary dream. 

And still the most important musi- 

cal focus in Spanish America. 

Enter Banff. The resort jewel of 
the Canadian Rockies. Playground 
of the rich and famous. Tourism, 
hiking, camping and skiing. Home 
of the Banff School of Fine Arts. 

What do Cuba and Banff have in 
common? At first glance, very little. 
Geographically distinct, linguisti- 
cally separate, and somewhat 
antipodean culturally. Yet, between 
Aug. 26 and Sept. 4, Cuba comes to 
Banff, in the form of Afrocubanis- 
mol, a festival of Afrocuban music 
and culture. Perhaps a revolution 
in reverse. 

This event, the largest Afrocu- 
ban festival ever held outside of 
Cuba since the 1959 revolution, 
opens a huge window on Cuba for 
those individuals long tantalized 
by the musical and cultural rich-

ness of this Caribbean nation of 
about 11 million people. 

Regardless of one’s political 
point of view, Cuba remains the 
bastion of the most imaginative, 
creative, and passionate musical 
expression in Latin (Spanish) 
America (Brazil, the other nation 
to whom these adjectives also 
apply, is Portugese). For too long, 
American policy towards Cuba — 
marked by an aggressive, short- 
sighted and vindictive campaign 
of destabilization — has served to 
deny Cubans the opportunity to 
present their unique cultural and 
musical imagery (and lore) to a 
curious world. Any Cuban musi- 
cian wishing to do so had to either 
defect, or try to operate under the 
aegis of various associations based 
in Europe. 


Remarkably adept 


Yet, for all of the obstacles paced 
in their way, the musicians of Cuba 
have proven remarkably adept at 
carrying their messages further 
afield. Bands like Irakere, Los Van 
Van, and Los Munequitos de Ma- 
tanzas are but recent manifestations 
of a cultural heritage that harkens 
back to the 16th century when the 
first slaves were brought from West 
Africa to the New World. 

In effect, the adherence of so 
much Cuban music to African reli- 
gious foundations, particularly to 
that of the Yoruba cosmology, has 
allowed the development of a mu- 
sical tradition that is inseparable 
from the soul, and psyche, of the 
nation. Just as Islam cannot be di- 








vided into distinct political and 
spiritual realms, Afrocuban music 
cannot be removed from its reli- 
gious underpinnings. The resulting 
abundance of feeling and spirit will 
permeate the entire festival, and 
promises to envelop “new world” 
Banff in an “old world” veil of ex- 
pression. 

Over 30 artists will present a 
spectacular array of concerts, work- 
shops, parades, ceremonies, classes 
and jam sessions, notes Andy 
Schloss, the festival’s Artistic Di- 
rector. Schloss, from the University 
of Victoria, is amazed at the atten- 
tion the festival is receiving 
worldwide. 


Response 
overwhelming 


“We never anticipated the re- 
sponse we have been getting from 
all over the world. All accommo- 
dation is booked, and there may 
not be enough room in Banff for 
everyone who wants to come. The 
response has been overwhelming 
and the 25 people we have work- 
ing on organizing this really have 
their hands full. This promises to 
be a truly unique event, and we 
feel that this location is one of the 
best we could have found. The 
fact that the American political 
sentiment is so strongly anti-Cu- 
ban actually works in our favor. If 
the U.S.A. had positive relations 
with Cuba, and given the large 
Cuban population in the U:S., 
there’s no doubt the festival 
would be held there; after all, 
why would people come up to 


Canada? But since the U.S. gov- 
ernment is so anti-Cuban, it 
provides us with a golden oppor- 
tunity to show what we can do 
here in Canada. And we won't dis- 
appoint.” 

Schloss describes the festival’s 
goal as “immersion into Afrocuban 
music and dance in its traditional 
religious forms and popular forms, 
and also in jazz that has a clear 
connection with African and 
Afrocuban sources.” This is espe- 
cially true as far as Irakere and Los 
Munequitos de Matanzas are con- 
cerned. Schloss, while waxing 
ecstatic about all of the cultural 
offerings that will mark the festi- 
val, is particularly excited about 
these two groups who represent 
“the pinnacle of Afrocuban expres- 
sion in their fields.” 


Quintessential jazz 


Irakere are the quintessential 
Afrocuban jazz group; all the musi- 
cians are world class, and two 
former members of the group, sax- 
ophonist Paquito D’Rivera and 
trumpeter Arturo Sandoval, are 
major names in the jazz scene in 
their own right. Chucho Valdes, 
the pianist and leader enjoys al- 
most legendary status among jazz 
aficionados. “There was a time 
when we didn’t think they were 
going to make it,” confesses 
Schloss, “but I’m really pleased to 
say that did not come to pass. 
Irakere will not only be here but 
they will perform at least three 
shows, including the Cuban dance 
at the Banff Springs hotel on Sept.

3 and the finale on the 4th. Being 
able to bring Irakere here cannot 
be considered anything less than a 
total coup, as this is their first ever 
Canadian appearance.” 

Los Munequitos de Matanzas are 
considered to be the finest tradi- 
tional Rumba group extant. Their 
use of traditional instruments, es- 
pecially drums, and their strict 
adherence to the true Rumba style 
— as opposed to the more “sal- 
safied” sounds of later groups — 
combined with evocative vocals has 
placed them squarely atop the 
Afrocuban “folk” ladder. 

Other names to watch include 
Changuito, for ten years the pre- 
mier percussionist with Cuba's 
number one dance band Los Van 
Van, who unfortunately won’t be 
at Banff; Amelia Pedroso, singer, 
percussionist, and founder of an 
all women percussion ensemble 
Ibbu Okun; jazz singer Mayra Val- 
des; and Regio Jiminez, a master of 
the Bata drum (a mainstay of all 
Cuban drumming; known as the 
Batuca in Brazil.) 

Outside the purely musical 
realm, there will be workshops and 
public. performances, including 
Cuban films (many never before 
shown in North America), art exhi- 
bitions (such as that of artist 
Santiago Rodriguez) and lectures 
on Cuban religion (Santiera; Can- 
domble in Brazil), history, dance 
and music. There will also be pa- 
rades (comparsas) that will “take 
Afrocubanismo! to the streets of 
Banff.” All in all, a once in a life- 
time cultural explosion. Viva 
Afrocubanismo!

Not all Journeys come to an end. In fact, 
sometimes they repeat themselves. If you 
liked the way Mr. Perry tugged at your 
heartstrings in the past, either as the leader 
of his previous band or (since 1986) in his 
solo career, then you'll probably enjoy listen- 
ing to him pour his heart out on ...Strange 
Medicine. But if you're expecting the album to 
resemble the hit single (and opener) “You 
Better Won't,” don’t be deceived. There’s 
more energy on that track alone than on all 
the other ten put together. What you will find 
is Perry's familiar blend of keyboards, slow 
and simple rhythms anda voice which sounds 
just as sincere and convincing now as, it did 
with Journey way back in the "70s. Die-hard 
Perry fans should not be disappointed with 
this one.

KIM MITCHELL 
itch 
(Alert) 


Despite the success of Max Webster and 
a string of singles on his own, Kim Mitchell 
seems to be overlooked when the critical 
acclaim gets spooned out. If anybody's 
really listening, itch should help Mitchell 
out considerably. 

The album sees Mitchell renew his long- 
time collaboration with lyricist Pye Dubois, 
creating their strongest outing yet. The 
songs themselves are terrific — it’s almost 
a letdown when Kim takes a solo; the 
songs are great without ‘em. And the 
variety is there, too. Itch rambles from 
crunchy hard rock to moving ballads with- 
out losing focus. Dubois’ lyrics seem to 
give Mitchell just the words he needs to 
add weight to each cut. 

From the opening chords of “Wonder 
Where & Why,” Mitchell and Co. play with 
a fiercely aggressive attitude throughout, 
attacking each fast song like a bunch of 
marines taking the hill, which in this case is 
your attention span. Alternately, Mitchell 
changes pace with some slower songs 
which display a penetrating sensitivity that 
isn’t as readily apparent on his more visible 
work— such as the catchy-but-frivolously 
light “I Am A Wild Party” — Itch takes a 
subtle yet much heavier turn. Mitchell 
even tries a shot at white funk ala Peppers 
and pulls it off — you almost wish he'd 
started to try out different musical styles 
years ago. 

Like him or not, you've got to give the 
guy a break this time around — in yer 
straight ahead rock category, this is Kim’s 
watershed album thus far.

In listening to the Fifth Piano Concerto of 
Anton Rubinstein, it is very difficult to tell 
that this is the work of a Russian composer. 
It was Rubinstein, along with his brother 
Nikolai, who founded western European 
music conservatories in Russia, dedicated to 
teaching “proper” music theory. As fellow 
Russian Mili Balakirev said of Tchaikovsky, 
“just because he is a Russian who composes, 
it doesn’t make him a Russian composer.” 

Rubinstein has never really been taken 
seriously as a composer - until lately that is. 
Aside from a bit of fluff - his Melody in F - his 
music has been ignored by most serious 
musicians. Lately, however, he seems to have 
come into his own sort of quiet vogue. A 
couple of listens to this Marco Polo CD, and 
you begin to understand why he has been 








melodic, and possesses at leastanaive charm. 
He has a ready way with melody, and the 
performance given here of his Piano Concerto 
No. 5, and his rather ambitious one-move- 
ment Coprice russe, sparkles with energy and 
verve.

Pawnshop Guitars 


(Virgin) 


As you recall in our last episode, Gilby had 
replaced Izzy Stradlin on the eve of Guns N’ 
Roses’ simultaneous release of two different 
albums / Everycountryinthe World Tour. 
G'n'R made zillions of dollars (just enough to 
cover the Golden Boy’s therapy sessions) 
and Izzy Stradlin made one of the bestalbums 
1992 had to offer. This prompted Duff into 
making his own album too, and even Slash 
responded by kicking. Reportedly. 

Now comes Gilby Clarke’s turn. The 
entire G n’ R line-up figures in every track 
one way or another, and a goodly number of 
tracks sound a hell of a Jot.like Gn’ R, 
(especially the pair that Slash plays on) minus 
the immense string arrangements and the 
immense ego of Aod Rose. Pawnshop Guitars 
has got its moment — the opening track 
features a twisted hook that stands above a 
lotof the mid-tempo, hard drumming, Gibson/ 
Marshall riffing out there and deserves credit. 
But then, the songis titled “Cure Me...Or Kill 
Me” —a lyrical theme tailor made for ol Bill 
Bailey himself, or what?! “Black” and 
“Johanna’s Chopper” are neat surprises, 
mainly for being unexpected tributes to the 
Beatles (remember “Live & Let Die?”) but 
what’s really surprising is how often Clarke 
seems to emulate material from Izzy’s solo 
album. “Skin & Bones” sees Clarke doing a 
take on Stradlin’s “Time Gone By” to lesser 
effect (notas much soul) and“Hunting Dogs” 
echoes Izzy's “Train Tracks,” also to lesser 
effect (not as much jam). 

And the covers — “Dead Flowers” is 
absolutely ruined for me by Axi Rose. “Jail 
Guitar Doors” notonly reminded me ofGn’ 
R again, (remember The Spaghetti Incident?), 
but it also made me run to my turntable to 
hear the original C lash version in the same 
way you reach for a drink when you're trying 
to eat those real spicy chicken wings. in other 
words, it sucked.

As an introduction to the music of the 20th 
century, it is hard to do better than Arnold 
Schonberg’s Verklarte Nacht (Transfigured 
Night). Composed in 1899, it precedes the 
revolution the composer would later initiate 
with serial music - but expresses in an acces- 
sible and approachable manner some of his 
key musical directions. Thougha programme 
work by a man who distanced himself from 
such notions later on, Transfigured Night, in 
both its original chamber setting and the 
version ‘on this disc (revised by 
Schonberg in 1943 for string orchestra), 
remains his most well-known work 

Heinz Holliger, himselfa rather bold com- 
oboist and 


Fanclub’s ridiculously bad Geffen records, 
but he resuscitated the Screaming Trees’ 
career with his work on Sweet Oblivion. 

But when Fleming gets behind the mike, 
theresults are rarely ever positive. Gumball’ 
1993 major-tabel debut Super Tasty was a 
poor example of corporate raiding shitting 
all over punk rock. Even close friend J. Mascis 
couldn’t save it, 

Revolution On Ice is even worse. Fleming 
knocks off everyone.
